the ^ packet is permitted to be fragmented before being transmitted over 
the network, the network being a Gigabit Ethernet network, to set a re- 
assembly timer to 30 seconds, and to use a non-unique identification 
number in the IP header if the packet is not permitted to be fragmentedr
